House Challenges 
Nixon With Bill 
On Price Rollback 


ST. IX)UIS, Mo. (AP) — Flood­ 
water s of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers have stabilized, giving a respite 
to thousands of volunteers who have 
waged holding battles against the 
swollen stream s. 
But a Corps of Army Engineers 
spokesman at Winfield, Mo., said the 
situation was still critical, with levees 
which have held back surging river 
currents soaked and weak from days 
of 
pounding 
by 
heavy 
rain 
and 
flood w aters. 
“So far w e’re holding,” said one 
Civil Defense official at St. Charles, 
Mo., where the Missouri pushed 9.7 
feet above flood level at 34.7 feet on 
Wednesday. 
The known death toll stands at five. 
An estim ated 4,000 persons have been 
driven from their homes in Missouri 
and Illinois alone. 
The Army Engineers estim ate more 
than seven million acres of land have 
been inundated by the Mississippi and 
Missouri and their tributaries in seven 
states from Illinois to louisiana. State 
and federal officials say the dam age 
already has reached some $25 million. 
The Mississippi crested a t 34.5 feet 


at Winfield on Wednesday, 8.5 feet 
above flood stage. The river is ex­ 
pected to crest at St. l/>uis on Friday 
at 40.5 feet, the highest w ater at St. 
Ixmis in 129 years and 10.5 feet above 
flood stage. 
The Mississippi crested at Hannibal 
and louisiana, Mo., north of St. Ixmis, 
W ednesday 
and 
began 
slowly 
receding. 
“ Boy, that Mississippi looks like an 
ocean' ” commented H erbert Bittick, a 
geologist for the Corps of 
Army 
Engineers. 
The flood situation had its start in 
early March when unusually warm 
tem peratures and heavy rains caused 
the Mississippi and the Missouri to 
overflow. The usual spring thaw in the 
north brought in more w ater before the 
rivars could recede to their normal 
levels. 
The im m ediate fu tu re a p p e a rs 
brighter. The W eather Bureau said no 
further rain is expected for at least a 
day.

Numerous areas from M aryland to 
southern New 
England soaked up 
m ore than an inch of rain Flash-flood 
warnings were posted for western New 
York and northern New Jersey. 
The rain turned to snow in Northern 
sections, falling in large am ounts in 
New England. Nine inches blanketed 
Mt Washington, N.H.; six inches fell 
at Bumf Ord, Maine; three inches at 
Burlington, Vt., and two inches at 
Concord N II., and Portland, Maine. 
Heavy-snow warnings were issued 
for the sam e region, and six inches or 
more was predicted. 
Gale w arnings were displayed on the 
Atlantic ( oast from Virginia Beach to 
Maine and over Like Michigan and 
Like Erie. 
I -ike shore warnings were posted for 
the southern shore of L ike Michigan 
and some erosion of beaches was 


expected on the southern shores of 
lakes Erie and Ontario. 
In the F ar West, winds clocked up to 
72 miles an hour lashed Southern 
California Wednesday, downing trees 
and power lines, causing injuries and 
bringing 
w arnings of h azard o u s 
driving in a six-county area. 
Several persons were injured by 
wind-blown debris and gusts blew out a 
large plate-glass window at a Ix>s 
Angeles area superm arket. 
A truck-trailer rig was blown over on

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale 
prices soared 2.2 per cent in M arch, 
posting for the second month in a row 
the sharpest climb in 22 years, the 
governm ent reported today. 


The surge in prices, led by a 4.6 per 
cent jum p in the wholesale costs of 
farm products and processed foods, 
offered no letup in consum er prices at 
the retail level for at least the next 
several months. It also forecast fur­ 
ther troubles for President Nixon’s 
efforts to curb inflation. 


Industrial commodities shot up 1.2 
per cent last month, the steepest rate 
since January 1951. Wholesale prices 
of finished 
m an u fa ctu red 
goods 
jum ped 2.1 per cent, a rate unm atched 
since August 1951, the I^ibor D epart­ 
m ent’s Bureau of Ixibor statistics said. 
N early ev ery th in g in the- gov­ 
ernm ent’s wholesale prices index was 
up, with processed foods rising 4.6 per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
the highest rate on record. 
Big in cre ases w ere posted for 
livestock, poultry, eggs, petroleum 
products, lumber and various textile 
products.

The consum er and the m eat industry 
kept their thumbs jam m ed against 
opposite sides of the m eat scales today 
and the im passe left retail prices 
re la tiv e ly u n affected by the n a­ 
tionwide boycott. 
Meat sales, however, continued to 
reflect a severe cut, ranging from a 40 
(HT cent drop for some grocers to 70 
IHT cent at the packing house. 
“We butchers are keeping each 
other company out here,” said J. 
Luther Hinds, owner of Hinds Meats in 
Los A ngeles. “ O ver the co u n ter 
business is down 30 or 40 per cent.” 
Cross-town colleague lies Whisenhut 
ag reed with H inds, saying ‘‘Our 


m arket is like a ghost town.” 
F ran k R eg ister, the executive 
director of the National Association of 
Retail G rocers, said his organization 
has teen making spot checks since the 
lxiycott liegan and m eat sales nation­ 
wide are down 40 per cent. 
He said, however, “ At this tim e, the 
retail grocer has no cause for alarm 
because the sam e amount of money is 
being spent.” He said total sales are 
alwmt the sam e, but m eat spending has 
shifted to poultry and fish.

NEW YORK (AP) - Dram atic 
gesture though it m ay be, leading 
econom ists see little ch an ce the 
nationwide m eat boycott can have 
much lasting effect on prices. 
The week-long protest would have to 
continue in some extended form to 
carry much weight among the m ajor 
supply and dem and forces at work 
around the world, many economic 
observers agree.

“ But to have a signific ant im pact on 
the price of beef, you would have to 
bring about a pretty fundam ental 
change in American buying habits — 
and I don’t believe th at’s likely to 
happen.” 
“This thing is like a prairie fire,” 
observes W alter Heller, University of 
M innesota pro fesso r and form er 
chairm an of the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
“The spontaneity of it is as im­ 
pressive as its magnitude. One reason 
why I like it is that I think the* con­ 
sum er should rattle his saber oc­ 


casionally. 
“ But I don’t think the longrun effect 
on dem and will In* very tangible. I 
believe people are going to go back 
ev en tu ally to th eir b asic eatin g 
habits.” 
“ Prices went up in the first place 
because of the trem endous demand for 
beef in this country," noted L*if Olsen, 
c hief economist at First National City 
Bank of New York, the nation’s second 
largest bank. 
Olsen said 
m assiv e 
consum er 
responses to economic problem s are 
not new in the United States. “ Nor­ 
mally these things are rather tem ­ 
porary,” he said. 
However, he also pointed to the 
possibility that the lxiycott

represent a (waking of dem and. The 
whole purpose of prices is to balance 
supply and demand. This boycott 
suggests that we could have a levelling 
off of demand for, say, the rest of the 
y ear.” 
“ If the consumer buys less this week 
and then m akes up for it next week, it 
all washes out,” said Paul Sarnuelson, 
M assachusetts Institute of Technology 
professor who won the 1970 Nobel ITize 
in economics.

Kist tuna fish that sickened more than 
200 jHTsons before it was recalled was 
rotten at the tim e it was canned, a

A Food and Drug Administration 
investigation shows Star Kist packed 
the fish in two lots at its American 
Samoa plant. Cesar Roy of the FDA’s 
office of compliance said in an inter­ 
view that the fish was so decomposed 
that a trained inspector would have 
been able to smell it 
Asked about the results of the* in­ 
vestigation, Thomas Virgil, m anager 
of m arketing for Star Kist, said, “we 
have all kinds of quality control, How 
that occurred we don’t know." 
Virgil was not available for later 
telephone interviews regarding the 
investigation Star Kist is a subsidiary 
of II J Heinz ( 'n. 
Roy said “an individual well trained 
in organoleptic detection would not 
m iss this deconi|X)sition” of the fish. 
O rganoleptic detection involves 
observing and smelling fish 
Star Kist recalled nearly 173,000 
cans of tuna fish coded GD417 and 419

Bill Introduced To Ban 
X-Rated Films At Drive-Ins 


State Senator Harry L. Armstrong 
(R-I/>gan) introduced legislation in 
the Ohio Senate last week to prohibit 
the showing of X-rated films at drive- 
ins where the movie screen is visible to 
the highway. 
The purpose of the bill is to prevent 
both the showing of scenes which 
would be harmful to children viewing 
them and the showing of previews 
depicting such scenes in any outdoor or 
drive-in theatre where the location of 
the screen is clearly visible from 
public roads or highways in the 
vicinity of such theatre. “Vicinity of 
such theatre” is defined in the bill as 
“any area within one-half mile from 
the location of the theatre screen” . 
The bill directs the chief of police of 
each municipality wherein an outdoor 
or drive-in theatre is located, or the 
county sheriff, when such theatre is 
located outside the corporate limits of 
a municipality, to inspect each outdoor 
and drive-in theatre in his jurisdiction 
and notify in writing the owners 
thereof if they are in violation of the 
Ohio Revised Code. No charges will be 
preferred until such notificatiion has 
been made. Whoever violates this law 


shall be fined not more than $500 or 
imprisoned not more than thirty days. 
Sen. Armstrong was the sponsor of 
similar legislation in the 109th General 
Assembly. 


The State Board of Unreclaimed 
Strip Mined I^inds, of which Sen. 
Armstrong is one of the five members, 
met on April 2. In action taken, the 
Board requested the State Controlling 
Board to release funds to purchase 
consultant services to develop a 
management plan for a study of Ohio’s 
unreclaimed lands. Also, the Board 
adopted a resolution supporting the 
release of funds from the Unreclaimed 
I .and Fund to staff the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources’ Mined 
I .ands Reclamation Planning Section. 


This Board was created by the new 
Strip-mine Reclamation Law (Am. 
Bub. H.B. 928) passed by the General 
Assembly last year. Its purpose is to 
study and make recommendations 
concerning the extent, cost and 
possible uses of eroded lands in Ohio. 
The Board also voted yesterday to 
restrict its activities to lands strip- 
mined for coal.

NEW YORK (AP) — The number of 
private mail companies in the nation 
has doubled in the past 18 months and 
backers say the growth will continue 
as magazine publishers and large bulk 
mailers seek ways to escape rising 
U.S. postal rate and service problems. 
"With each deterioration of mail 
service, these firms grow by leaps and 
bounds,” says James IL Rademacher, 
president of the National Association 
of I/Otter Carriers, which represents 
the nation’s 220,000 mailmen, public 
and private. 
By association count, there are now 
about 200 private firms in operation. 
But they remain relatively small and 
localized, hardly a dust speck in the 
Post Office’s eye. 
Forbidden by law from carrying 
first-class letter mail, largely lacking 
intercity service, most of them 
specialize in delivering advertising 
flyers, catalogues and occasionally 
magazines within a single city.

Private mail delivery is often 
cheaper than the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vices^, says Richard Paplinski, vice 
president of operations of Consumers 
Communications Services, a private 
mail service covering eight cities in 


Ohio, Indiana and Kansas. 
He points out that a department 
store wanting to blanket an area with 
advertising flyers, for example, would 
have to pay CCS only $36 per 1,000 
items, as compared with $48 with the 
U.S. Post Office. 
Responding to the charges of slow 
delivery and high prices, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Postal Service says the 
service knows there are trouble spots, 
but "we’re doing our best to overcome 
these problems and believe service is 
improving.” 
He noted that the postage charges 
were set by the independent Postal 
Rate Commission after lengthy 
hearings on what it cost the service to 
deliver mail.

Men With Two Jobs 


More than six million Amer­ 
ican wage earners qualify for 
more than one weekly pay 
check, according to a consen­ 
sus of 
available 
estimates. 
Husbands are more likely to be 
dual jobholders than single 
men, but husbands with work­ 
ing wives are as likely to hold 
two jobs as husbands whose 
wives stay home to keep house. 


Many of the extra checks 
come from evening and week­ 
end labors in which a few hours 
or a few days earnings can be 
added to normal income. Oth­ 
ers include those whose entire 
weekly revenues come from 
part-time work in several jobs. 
Teenagers form a high per­ 
centage of this group Because 
they do not have full time jobs 


in many instances, and are 
more likely to change about in 
the employment field, these 
younger workers probably 
exert a disproportionate influ­ 
ence on the over all picture of 
dual employment. 
Probably older workers do 
not double up to the extent the 
six million figure might indi­ 
cate at first glance. 


Musical Chairs 


Once upon a tune, it was the voice of 
the liberal, both in political office and 
in the professorial chair, that rang out 
with the loudest hosannas in praise of 
the power of the Presidency. Arthur 
Schlesinger, Jr. devoted practically 
his entire career as a historian to 
volume after volume celebrating 
strong Presidents: Jackson, FD P, 
JK K . in his “ Presidential Power,” 
Richard Neustadt, then of Columbia, 
wrote a handbook instructing JK K on

NKW YORK (A P) — Gilbert W. 
Fitzhugh, 
chairman 
and 
chief 
executive of Metropolitan life In­ 
surance Co., is a se lf-de scribed 
mossback conservative, a man of 
many prejudices, a righteously in­ 
dignant critic of business’ critics. 
He believes religiously in the work 
ethic. The key to success? “ Hard work 
and thrift.” His entire career has been 
with Metropolitan, and he still puts in 
75 to 80 hours a week. “ I can’t wait to 
get to work,” he says. 
Despite this, F itzhugh, 63, recently 
stole .'i1 2 weeks from work to accept a 
“ professorship” at the University of 
Oklahoma, at Norman, in “ the 
heartland of America.” 
The confrontation, as some of Fit­ 
zhugh^ associates might liave thought 
it 
would 
tx?, 
was 
part 
of 
the 
Businessman in Residence Program of 
the Institute of life Insurance. 
These are some of his observations: 
“ It was a real pleasant engagement. 
It’s different there than in the East. 
New York is the most provincial place 
in the country. You have to get KH) 
miles out of New York to know what 
the country is like. 
“ Wily did I do it? I always believe in 
getting the facts. Partly it was to see if 
I was right, partly to see if I was 
wrong. I love a debate. I found the 
campus much less skewed to the left 
than I had thought. I was encouraged. 
“ I thought I was going to be able to 
take it easy, but I had classes that 
began at eight, with an hour off for 
lunc h, and continued into the evening. 
I gave them all the sa..ie lecture, a 35- 
second introduction in which I told 
them: 
“ You see febore you, No. I, a real 
live member of the establishment, and 
No. 2, an old fashioned mossback 
conservative.” I gave them a wide 
opening and they moved right in. 
“ They didn’t throw a low curve at 
all. The questions were direct and 
penetrating, about social respon­ 
sibility, profits and the like. None of 
the 
‘beating 
your 
wife’ 
type 
of 
questions. 
“ Sometimes I was righteously in­ 
dignant and felt like saying you should 
withhold your comments until you 
learn something about business. Rut I 
didn t lose my temper.” 


Sitting on a couch in his dark- 
paneled office, Fitzhugh, a sharp- 
featured man with a surprising sense 
of humor, was asked what he told them 
about the expanding social responsi­ 
bilities of business. 
“ We didn’t need outside forces to tell 
us to be responsible. We didn’t need 
those noisy critics to tell us business 
needed to tike on a social role. 
“ Sixty-four years ago in UKK) we set 
up a health and welfare division. We 
have a stake in the health of the 
country. We proved in a program at 
Framingham, Mass., in the 1920s that 
the tuberculosis death rate could be 
cut. 
“ We didn’t need these critics, and I 
wanted to disabuse these kids of the 
idea we needed to be pushed into it. 
Business has changed, and some of the 
kids recognize it. 
In many ways 
they’re ahead of the professors. 
“ The kids have come a long way, but 
some of the professors don’t realize 
times have changed. Some think 
business is just grasping for profits. It 
bothered 
me 
that 
some 
of 
the 
professors haven’t kept up with the 
times. 
“ I was disappointed in some of the 
economic and business professors. Too 
left wing. They don’t understand 
what’s going on in the world. 
“ As our discussions went on, the 
students asked more about practical 
things like what they should Im* getting 
out of education and what they should 
do when they graduate. I like that. It 
shows they’re thinking the right way. 
“ Too many students say that hard 
work and thrift isn’t what life is about. 
TTiey say it’s not their idea of life. But 
more of them are thinking that way. 
They realize they’re going to have to 
work. 
“ While they’re in college, I told 
them, they should have an inquiring 
mind about everything, an open mind. 
They should try to know everything 
they can. They should develop tin* 
ability to got answers. You can’t be an 
instant expert. 
“ I told them to use the library, to 
never take anything on faith, even 
from me or the professors. Question 
everything, even if it comes from al­ 
leged experts. U*arn when you’re 
being given a phony bill of goods.” 


They’ll Do I t Every Time 


I especially treasure this one, for 
example, from Senator J. William Ful- 
linght: 
“ The President is hobbled in his task 
of leading the American people to con­ 
sensus and concerted action by the 
restrictions of power imposed upon 
him by a constitutional system de­ 
signed for an eighteenth-century 
agrarian society far removed from the 
centers of world power . . . (The Presi­ 
dent) alone among elected officials 
can rise above parochialism and pri­ 
vate pressures.” 
Of course, that was 1961. John Ken­ 
nedy was in office. But I have never 
heard anyone in the Nixon White 
House, even as the President was im- 
[xiunding away and bombing Hanoi, 
make any such large and absolute 
claim to executive supremacy. 
James MacGregor Burns of Wil­ 
liams College, the biographer of FDR 
and John F. Kennedy, struck a similar 
note in 1965: 
“ Presidential government, far from 
being a threat to the American democ­ 
racy, has become the major single 
institution sustaining it — a bulwark of 
individual liberty, and agency of popu­ 
lar representation, and a magnet for 
political talent and leadership.” 
lYofessor Burns went so far as to 
propose a theory of American politics 
involving two “ Presidential parties, a 
Republican one and a Democratic one, 
which were liberal and enlightened, 
and two “ Congressional parties,” 
which were mossbacks. He thought we 
are best governed by the interchange­ 
able liberals of his “ Presidential 
l>arties.” 
“ The President,” wrote the late 
Clinton Rossiter of Cornell in 1956, “ is 
the American people’s one authentic 
trumpet. . . The relentless progress of 
this continental Republic has made the 
Presidency the only truly national 
political institution . . . The more Con­ 
gress becomes, in Burke’s phrase, ‘a 
confused and scuffling bustle of local 
agency,’ the more the Presidency 
must become a clear 
beacon of 
national purpose . . . It is, finally, an 
offi<*e of freedom.” 
The writings of historian Henry 
Steele Commager have always seemed 
to me exercises in a rather mechanical 
ideology, but even his leaden stuff 
acquires a kind of Ixirrowed irony and 
interest when read in the current cir­ 
cumstance. Here is Commager in 1941. 
“ Without exception, periods of 
democratic advance have coincided 
with 
periods 
of 
executive 
(lower . . . No strong Executive has 
yet impaired the fundamentals of our 
constitutional system or of our democ­ 
racy. American liberties, American 
democracy, what we call the Amer­ 
ican way of life, have not only survived 
the growth of Presidential power but 
have, in the past, flourished under it.” 
But now, in Yeats’ phrase, all is 
changed, changed utterly, and Con­ 
gress is therefore being called upon by 
thi1 liberals to assert itself against the 
glowering despot in the White House.

George Washington exercised the first 
presidential veto, refusing to sign a bill 
dealing with representation. 
On this date: 
In 1621, the Mayflower sailed from 
Plymouth, Mass., on its first return 
trip to England. 
In 1827, the English surgeon who 
founded modern antiseptic surgery, 
Sir Josph Lister, was bom in I/indon. 
In 1869, the last surviving soldier of 
the Revolutionary War, Daniel F. 
Bakeman, died in Freedom, N.Y. His 
age was said to have been 109. 
In 1939 all German children between 
ages of IO and 13 were ordered to serve 
in the Hitler youth organization. 
In 1951, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
of New York City were sentenced to 
death as atomic spies for the Soviet 
Union. 
In 1955, British Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill submitted his 
resignation to Queen Elizabeth II. He 
was 81.

Five years ago: Army troops were 
moved into Washington, D.C. as blacks 
rioted following the murder of Dr.

Speaking Of Your Health

Diabetic patients may yet one day be 
spared the trouble of daily injections of 
insulin. 
The Joslin Clinic, long identified 
with all aspects of diabetes, has just 
released research about a metal disc 
that acts as a fuel cell to produce a tiny 
electric current. This is implanted 
beneath the skin, and controls the 
blood sugar levels automatically. 
The device acts like a thermostat on 
an oil burner that varies with the heat 
requirements of the house. 
This new fuel cell will release insulin 
that will also be implanted in the body, 
to fit the exact needs when levels of 
sugar in the diabetic’s blood varies. 


The Joslin Diabetes Foundation in 
Boston is enthusiastic about the 
prelim inary scientific laboratory 
results. This boon to the control of 
diabetes will be greatly anticipated by 
patients and physicians. 


patients in other specialties of 
medicine, too. 
Dr. John H. Griest, who is using 
these 
computers, 
said, 
“ Many 
questioned the intrusion of machines 
into human interaction. Certainly, the 
present level of computer interviewing 
does not match that of a talented and 
highly motivated human interviewer.” 
But he adds, “ Patients have made it 
quite clear that they can effectively 
communicate about their personal 
problems with a computer.” 
The computer data can be extremely 
valuable for research workers who 
follow the diagnosis and the long-term 
treatment of patients by psychiatrists. 
It must be emphasized that the 
computer is not intended to do more 
than 
basic 
interviewing. 
The 
psychiatrist or the physician is in 
complete 
control 
of 
the 
total 
evaluation of 
the 
patient, 
and 
judgement in the course of treatment. 


A computer is now being used at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison 
Hospital to interview psychiatric 
patients. 


Case histories which would have 
needed about 200 hours of doctors’ 
listening have been markedly reduced. 
The experience is said to be suc­ 
cessful because, like the well-trained 
analyst, tile computer never forgets to 
ask the right question, never falls 
asleap, never gets irritated and stores 
all the acquired information so that it 
is never forgotten. 
These compact computers, known as 
laboratory Instrument Computers, 
are being modified to interview 


Many married couples rightfully 
wonder what the chances are of having 
a healthy baby if there is any familial 
or hereditary history of birth defects. 
Special services known as Genetic 
Counseling are being offered at 
hospitals all over the country to allay 
the concern of people seeking to raise a 
family. 
Dr. Y. Edeard Hsia, director of the 
Genetics Clinic at the Yale-New Haven 
Hospital in Connecticut, believes that 
Genetic Counseling is an extremely 
complicated technique that must be 
used only by highly trained groups of 
specialists in the physical and 
phychological sciences.

Butz Blasts 
Congressmen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - “ Budget- 
breaking congressman” and not 
farmers are responsible for higher 
food prices, Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz has told a meeting of the 
National Press Hub. 
“ I think those housewives who are 
boycotting food ought to take their 
signs up here to Capitol Hill and 
boycott these big spenders,” Butz said 
at a Tuesday Press Club luncheon. He 
described 
“ budget-breaking 
congressmen” as “ those fiscally 
irresponsible people who have raised 
the prices of your grocery cart.’’ 
“ It’s time for you to do some of that 
selective shopping for financially 
responsible congressmen who will get 
you the government you can afford,” 
Butz said after a meatless luncheon of 
fish and vegetables provided by his 
hosts. 
Referring to bills 
passed 
by 
Congress that would appropriate more 
money than President Nixon has 
proposed in his budget, Butz said. “ If 
we want to stop rising prices ... we 
back the President in his efforts to veto 
these bills.” 
Butz also laid the blame for rising 
food costs on what he said were out­ 
moded farm programs that have held 
American farm production at 80 per 
cent of capacity. This, he said, has 
caused supply problems.

To Lash U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A l(kiay 
meeting of the Organization of 
American States general assembly 
opens here today amid signs of an 
a cc e le ra tin g 
anti-A m erican 
restiveness in the hemispheric com­ 
munity. 
Virtually all the 22 Latin American 
member countries will be represented 
at the foreign-minister level at the 
meeting, which will feature an opening 
address today by OAS Secretary 
General Gamo Vlaza. 
The American delegation, headed by 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers, 
expects the meeting to produce a 
review of a long list of grievances 
against the United States, including 
what the I^atin American countries 
perceive to be U.S. footdragging in 
meeting the hemisphere’s social and 
economic development needs. 
An issue of particular concern to the 
United States is the weakening of I .a tin 
American support for the diplomatic 
and commercial embargo of Cuba 
imposed by the OAS nine years ago. 
Despite U.S. assertions that Cuba is 
a threat to the peace and security of 
the hemisphere, six nations have 
relations with Cuba in violation of OAS 
policy. Unofficial counts suggest that 
four to six more would vote to end the 
embargo. American diplomats are 
confident, however, that the pro-Cuba 
element still does not have the two- 
thirds majority required to terminate 
Cuba’s official isolation.

South Central Ohio Preservation So­ 
ciety (SCOPS) presented certificates 
for buildings in Circleville which have 
historical value and have been main­ 
tained in excellent condition. 
The awards made recently at Shaw­ 
nee Park near Portsmouth, entitle the 
owners to obtain plaques to be affixed 
to the outside of the building signifying 
that they have been singled out by 
SCOPS as well preserved outstanding 
architectural landmarks. 
Accepting the certificate for St. 
Philip’s Episcopal Church, 129 W. 
Mound St., was the Rev. David Allar- 
dyce. Mrs. Joseph Van Meter of Pike­ 
ton, co-ordinating director for SCOPS, 
made the presentations for the church, 
the City Building, Pickaway County 
Courthouse, Masonic Temple and 
home of Mr. and Mrs. William Mc- 
Gaffney. 
I/K-al members of SCOPS present 
for the meeting were: Mr. and Mrs. 
Don Miller, Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Jones, Miss Nelle Oesterle and Miss 
Harriett Morris. 
St. Ifiilip’s is the oldest church in 
IVkaway County that has always and 
is still being used as a church. The 
deed for the purchase of the land is re­ 
corder! in the County Courthouse as of 
Jan. 3, 1840 for the sum of $250. The 
cornerstone has the date 1866 chiseled 
by hand. 'Hie congregation had been 
organized 
in 
1817 
by 
the 
Rev. 
I'Inlander (Tiase. 
The exterior of the church is the 
original except for some windows 
where the frames liad to be replaced. 
’Hiree of the original windows are in 
the front of the building. 'The inside is 
the same except for occasional redec­ 
orating. The original pews, altar rail, 
beamed ceiling etc. are in use. 
The Parish Hall added to the rear of 
the church in 1917 is connected to the 
sanctuary by an added room with the 
original side door from the sanctuary 
now opening into a library and on into 
the Parish Hall. 
St. Philip’s is built in Gothic Style of 
stone and the foundation is also stone. 
The walls are approximately 18” thick. 
Hie outside doors are solid wood, 
gothic shaped and swing on huge 
wrought iron hinges. 
In 1972 the kitchen was remodeled 
using the space formerly taken up by a 
stage in the Parish Hall. ’The base­ 
ment, formerly used for playing bas­ 
ketball has lx*en converted to use as 
Church School class rooms and during 
the week for pre-school classes. 
The next certificate was for the City 
Building at the corner of Franklin and 
S. Court Sts. Built in 1860-61, it is of 
brick structure three stories high, 38 
feet in width, fronting on Court St., by 
75 feet in depth on W Franklin St. 
William Duane was designer of the 
plan and superintendent of construc­ 
tion. 'The front part of the lower story 
was formerly occupied as an engine 
room of the Fire Department. The 
floor is at a lower angle at the Court St. 
side so the water bink could be pulled 
by the horses from the building more 
easily The cupola is made of metal. 
The restoration of the exterior of the 
building rn 1972 was a historical save 
for the citv of Circleville. 
Another certificate was given for the 
Pickaway County Courthouse1 located 
at southwest corner of S. Court and 
Franklin Sts. 
Built in 1888, the present structure is 
the third erected for that purpose. A l­ 


though rented quarters had been used 
before the first octagonal courthouse 


was built at the intersection of Court 
and Main Sts. 
The second courthouse was built on 
the site of the present one in the year 
1845 and completed in the fall of 1847. It 
was 65 feet wide and 105 feet in length, 
surmounted by a tower in which the 
present four-faced clock was located. 
The little over replacing the second 
courthouse with the present edifice 
was the most acrimonious in county 
history, save for the “ Squaring Of The 
Circle” disagreement. It was neces­ 
sary to secure a special act of the 
legislature authorizing the commis­ 
sioners to repair the building. The last 
remaining vestiges of the second 
courthouse are tin* cell blocks in the 
basement. 
The Masonic Temple building 
located in the middle of the first block 
south of Main and Court Sis., on the 
west side, also received a certificate. 
The cornerstone was laid in July of 
1875 on a site purchased from John 
Henry. The official opening was in 
1877. Beautiful ornate architecture is 
on the windows and overhang. 
Pickaway Lodge 23 F & AM of Ohio 
was granted a charter by the Grand 
I/Mlge of Ohio in January of 1815. The 
first meetings were held in a building 
owned by Jacob Ziegler at the south­ 
west corner of Scioto and High Sts. It 
was a log house that was also occupied 
as the courthouse of Pickaway County 
prior to the octagonal building. 
The home of Mr. and Mrs. William 
MeGaffney at 321 S. Scioto St. was 
awarded a certificate. The house built 
in 1849-1850 is an outstanding example 
of Steamboat Victorian architecture. 
I*urchased by Mr. and Mrs. McGaff- 
ney in July of 1967, the home has been 
completely restored.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — It’s almost a 
tradition to kick the tires of the car 
you’re thinking of buying. But why? 
Experts at Goodyear think it all be­ 
gan back in the early 1900s when the 
“ clincher” tire was used on cars.

The bridge is 708 feet overall 
with one clear span of 280 feet. The 
bridge is all concrete, no steel inside. 
This post-Victorian engineering 
marvel prompted two engineers, John 
R. Wolff, chairman of the Cleveland 
Port Authority, and Architect Chapline 
Welbay of Cleveland to approach the 
Ohio Historical Society. 
Director Daniel Porter wrote the 
petition to the National Council on 
Historic Preservation, which put the 
bridge on the register Feb. 23, 1973. 
“ Back in 1971 we put the Rocky 
River bridge on a list of IO bridges to 
tx* replaced ahead of all others in 
Ohio,” said a spokesman of the Bureau 
of Bridges. “ It’s been posted for a 4-ton 
load limit.” 
The spokesman said he understood 
the bridge was in bad shape, that 
concrete was falling off it, and to 
complicate matters yachts berth 
underneath it. 
“ We understand there’s a plan to 
build another bridge across the Rocky 
River to the south that calls for the old 
bridge’s 
demolition,”

Under Attack 
By Rivermen 


PARKERSBURG, W.Va. (AP) - A 
former U.S. Coast Guard officer says a 
railroad bridge spanning the Ohio 
River between here and Belpre, Ohio, 
is “ one of the most hazardous” bridges 
on the river, but a Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad representative says his 
company has no plans to scuttle or 
alter the 101-year-old structure. 
In testimony at a Coast Guard 
hearing this week on the future of the 
B&O bridge, Capt. Joseph L. McKee 
said LSTs on which he was navigator 
often anchored at night rather than 
attempt to pass between the bridge 
piers by searchlight. 
River captains have been especially 
critical of the narrow clearance of­ 
fered barge tows by the bridge’s 
supports, but E.Q. Johnson of Hun­ 
tington, representing the railroad, said 
the B&O relies heavily on the bridge 
for line traffic and that it is “ well- 
maintained and has the capacity to 
carry present and anticipated future 
loadings for many years to come.” 
“ Altering the bridge to provide a 
wider river channel would In* of no 
benefit to the railroad,” Johnson said. 
The bridge, according to hearing 
testimony, was built in 1872 and was 
declared a hazard to navigation in 1906 
by the secretary of war. 
'Hie structure was built during 
packet boat days when there was much 
less chance of striking its piers, Capt. 
Harold B. Wright of Huntington 
testified, while current tows of five or 
more barges make navigating the 
closely spaced piers a chore deman­ 
ding “ high skill.”

Schubert, of White Plains, N.Y., is 
under federal indictment in Penn­ 
sylvania on charges of assault on a 
federal officer and interstate travel to 
carry out the plot last October.

CHARLESTON, W Va. (AP) — A 
year of intensive undercover in­ 
vestigation and education of local 
authorities to the methods of a hig- 
time heroin pusher have sutetantiully 
reduced the flow of illegal narcotic in 
southern West Virginia, according to 
U S. Atty. Jolin A. Field III. 
Field’s office has produced prison 
terms totalling 271 years and fines in 
excess of $800,000 since indictments 
began growing from the investigation 
last November.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Hou se-approved women’s equal rights 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution 
apparently would die in the Ohio 
Senate if a vote were taken today. 
The Associated Press polled all of 
the 32 senators and found 18 against it 
or leaning that way, ll in favor or 
leaning in favor, and four who said 
they were completely undecided. 
Most of the senators qualified their 
responses and said they could change 
their minds pending hearings and 
public testimony which began Tuesday 
before the Senate Elections Com­ 
mittee. 
One Senate leader who said his mind 
wasn’t made up indicated he wants to 
hear more from his constituents. 
“ Right now, I could go either way,” he 
said. 
Another senator said he has no 
“ deep conviction” on the proposal to 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of 
sex. But he said “ my mail is 3-1 
against it. I ’ll vote that way unless my 
mail changes.” 
Two big city .senators indicated they 
will vote the way their wives want 
them to—one whose wife is opposed 


and another whose wife hasn’t let him 
know how she feels. 
Still another said he is against it 
personally, “ But I ’ll have to vote for it 
if it comes to the floor. That’s what the 
people in my district indicate they 
want.” 
The controversial proposal, which 
passed the House 56-40 on March 28 
after four stormy hearings, faces two 
crucial tests in the Senate before it can 
Im? assigned to a floor vote. The first is 
a favorable recommendation by the 
Elections Committee headed by Sen. 
Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati. For 
the record, he is remaining neutral. 
However, a sounding out of the nine 
members of 
Aromoff’s committee 
shows the amendment could flounder 
there. Only three members gave firm 
“ yes” answers. Five are needed. 
Three said they were against it, and 
the other

they 
were 
“ leaning” against it. 
In the Senate Rules Committee— 
where the ERA died a year ago—the 
outlook also is bleak. Among the 
members of that nine-member panel, 
which decides the life or death of all 
measures, only three definite “ yes” 


votes were found. 
There were three “ no” votes, one 
leaning in favor, one against, and one 
undecided. 
ERA proponents, who get to testify 
first at Tuesday’s opening hearing, 
will have to work harder on majority 
Republican senators than they will on 
Democrats if they are to succeed.

The hearing was 
conducted by the Division of Parks and 
Recreation and testimony could lead to 
modification of the proposals. 
The department reported it hopes to 
submit the package of proposed 
changes to the secretary of state’s 
office before the end of April. The 
changes must be filed there before 
they can go in force. 
Witnesses at the hearing focused 
their attention on new fees for use of 
boat docks and on a regulation limiting 
the areas in which slower-moving craft 
such as canoes, rowboats and sailboats 
would be allowed to operate in speed 
and ski zones on state lakes. 
The state now owns 3,878 boat docks 
around Ohio. 
The current rental 
charge is $40 a year per dock.

SAN MARINO, Calif. (AP) — 
Confidence men who “ sold” the 
Brooklyn Bridge to gullible yokels 
were pikers compared to swindlers 
who peddled phony secret logs of 
Christopher Columbus1 voyage to the 
New World. 
The purported logs were parchment- 
bound books printed in Elizabethan 
English and decorated with pasted-on 
shells and seaweed. 
“ It was a blatant fake and I can’t 
understand how anyone fell for it,” 
says Carey Bliss, curator of rare books 
at the Huntington Library here. 
‘Yet any number of people paid $5 or 
$6 for the book when a team of con­ 
fidence men started selling it in 
Canada and the midwestern United 
States in the 1890s. 
The slim volume titled “My Secrete 
I jog Boke” was printed in Germany in 
1892 to commemorate the 400th an­ 
niversary of Columbus1 voyage, Bliss 
said.

Reds Tried 'Steamroller' Tactics Against POWS

As told to Kathryn Johnson 
Associated Press Writer 
Early in the war, starting in October 
1965, the North Vietnamese tried by 
torture and isolation to steamroller the 
entire body of POWS into tools of anti- 
Americanism and antiwar. 
They failed. 
D eterm ined men can defeat a 
system of torture purges such as the 
North 
V ietnam ese 
imposed 
on 
American prisoners of war prior to 
December 1966. 
Our only effective weapon against 
the system was for the whole group to 
resist exploitation to the point at which 
they were tortured beyond the will to 
resist, finally causing the North 
Vietnamese to see there was no ex­ 
pediency in torturing us en masse any 
more. 
As a 
result of 
our 
hard 
line 
resistance in 1966, they were deterred 
from continuing with all the objectives 
of en masse subjugation. 
That was the year we prisoners 
achieved unity and became of age. 
My personal ordeal with the North 
Vietnamese began when I was shot 
down in July 1965 in an A6A Intruder 
jet while leading a raid of 28 aircraft 
against the port facility of Thanh Hoa. 
When we were hit, the plane was 
violently rocked to the right. The radio 
and internal communications system 
immediately failed, the engine started 
making a noise like a washing machine 
filled with nuts and bolts. 
I found when I moved the throttle 
there was no power and just at the pull­ 
out I lost the controls at low altitude 
due to hydraulic and-or mechanical 
jamming. 
Several times I indicated to Bill 
(Cmdr. William Tschudy, navigator- 
bombadier) I wanted him to get out. 
When the wings passed through level 
the second time I signalled Bill a final 
time and popped out. He immediately 
followed. When we came out I thought 
we had a good chance to evade since 
we were in a relatively unpopulated 
area. 
It was the flood season and I thought 
if we got down in the rice fields I could 
leave my parachute and use bamboo to 
breathe, then move to another location 
and radio a helicopter. 
At this time I didn’t know my left leg 
was hurt. 
As we came out, my chute was 
swinging 180 degrees. I was pretty 
worried about it collapsing. I was 
amazed at the volume of small arm s 
and automatic weapons fire and I kind 
of got the feeling they might be 
shooting at us. 
The wind blew us back over the river 
and then, instead of continuing to blow 
us across the river north to a spot 
where we might have a chance to 
evade, it changed course at the river 
and blew us westward right back 
toward the bridge in the target area. 
I saw that I was going to land in the 
river and there were soldiers on the 
south bank in great droves. 
As I came down, my plan was to 
remove my hard hat and my survival 
pack, drop them into the water, and 
detach my chute. I hoped the chute and 
pack would blow to the west and make 
the soldiers think I was in that area. 
My plan was to surface dive on 
impact and then swim to the East. I’m 
an excellent underwater swimmer. I 
was hoping to get about 75 yards un­ 
derwater down the river, get a quick 
gulp of air, dive again and repeat the 
process until I was isolated enough to 
find a bamboo stick to breathe through 
at the bank while submerged, then

move south and arrange a he lo pickup. 
On contacting the water I dove 
deeply but shortly realized I wasn’t 
going very far and my injured leg was 
hindering me. 
I kept going until I thought I couldn’t 
go any further. I tried to edge toward 
the top to get a breath but my heavy 
boots were weighing me down and I 
realized I wasn’t making any progress 
upward at all. 
I didn’t want to pop’ my Mae West 
because I would float so high out of the 
water the enemy would see me, but I 
finally had to after choking water and 
vomiting. When I did surface, I found 
soldiers just standing there with their 
guns, pointing at me. 
One of our jets made three low 
passes at great risk to confirm my 
capture. I think it was Bill Sallada, and 
I owe him a great debt for observing 
my capture, which tended to protect 
my life. 
They put me on display in a political 
hall and as they filed through their 
faces were sympathetic. 
Returning to ’66 when their efforts to 
break the whole group were at their 
height, and while I was in Room 18 at 
the Hilton (not the auditorium as 
stated in a previous installment) I was 
placed in the rig irons with my legs 
crossed and my left wrist was tightly 


handcuffed to the iron bar. 
By morning, each of my lower legs 
looked like a swollen football with a 
POW bracelet around the middle of the 
swelling. 
I d lost most of the feeling in my legs 
but the pain was getting worse in my 
normally bad back and in my lower 
legs. 
I didn’t scream. I was just too weak. 
I would have signaled that I d write a 
statement they wanted, but I knew 
they would have left me there anyway. 
It was really punishment w ith the aim 
of subjugation and punishment for 
ruining the press conference that I de­ 
scribed earlier—not coercion for some 
statement. 
They already had a ‘confession’ and 
they knew I’d die before giving them 
any useful information. But before 
letting me out they got me to agree to 
write a new statement and something 
‘m ilitary.’ The statements were bad— 
about leading my pilots many times to 
bomb churches, schools and hospitals. 
But the 
m ilitary’ 
statement was 
harmless drivel. 
After being returned to the 7xxi on 
2nd June I learned they were now 
starting to do something they hadn’t 
done before— they were torturing for 
biographies and confessions from men 
who were badly wounded. 


What we were going through then 
was a continuation of the steamroller 
approach. Some of the men were lucky 
enough to be left alone for torture until 
being hit one time for the biography, 
tile ‘confession,’ and possibly other 
statements. 
Others were hit more than once and I 


was hit individually for a biography, a 
confession, the other 
‘m ilita ry ’ 
statement, and a rewritten confession 
with the hope that sooner or later I’d 
write something voluntarily which 
they would flaunt to the other POWS. 
TTiese incidents are just samples of 
what happened to me in 1966.

Burns said the Americans’ sense of 
humor “ was one of the mainstays of 
our existence. That we could laugh at 
our misery was invaluable.” 
Odell’s aircraft was shot down Oct. 
17, 1967, and Brenneman was downed 
Nov. 8, 1967. 
Odell said his neck was broken by 
North Vietnamese guards who tied 
him up for “ long periods of time” and 
kicked him. 
Asked aliout his attempts to avoid 
capture after being shot down, Odell 
said, “ If was futile. It’s pretty hard to 
disguise a Caucasian as an oriental.”

Stiff Price Curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Banking Committee voted Wednesday 
to roll back all prices and interest 
rates to the levels of Jan. IO, the last 
day of Phase 2 of the economic con­ 
trols. 
In doing so, the committee scrapped 
two decisions it had made Tuesday—to 
roll food prices back to the May 1,1972 
level and other prices and interest 
rates to the levels of March 16, 1973. 
The vote on the new rollback, which 
carried 26 to ll, followed a contentious 
series of parliamentary moves in 
which Democratic members of the 
committee succeeded in voiding 
Tuesday’s vote, especially on the food 
price rollback, which a number of 
them had said was so drastic that it 
endangered the chances of the entire 
bill. A number of Republicans had 
backed the May I food price rollback, 
saying frankly that they did so to 
lessen the bill’s chances. 
Earlier today, Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Shultz accused 
Congress of trying to slaughter the 
Economic Stabilization Act by im­ 
posing its own price ceilings. 
—A requirement that within 60 days 
the president roll back prices and 
interest rates even further, or explain 
why he had not done so. 
—A trigger mechanism for invoking 
mandatory controls on prices, wages 
and salaries, if inflation continues at 
an annual rate of 3 per cent for three 


months or 2.5 per cent for a year. 
—Requirements for hearings on 
orders and regulations, and public 
access to the data on which they were 
based. 


The 
committee 
locked 
these 
requirements, along with the food- 
price rollback, into the bill by 22-15 
vote, with Republicans this time 
predominantly in opposition. 


It rejected proposals to exempt 
interest rates from an initial freeze or 
to exempt commercial interest rates, 
or to include wages, salaries, profits 
and dividends in the freeze. 


An effort to limit the bill to the terms 
Nixon asked—a simple extension of his 
discretionary control powers—lost 25 
to 15. 


Other provisions still to be con­ 
sidered include extension of the basic 
control authority, which expires April 
30.

A British scientist 
suggests a “ Ijoy birth pill” to produce 
male domination is the answer to the 
population problem. 
Fertility depends largely on the 
proportion of women to men, Prof. 
John Postgate of Sussex University 
writes in the current issue of the 
magazine New Scientist. 
A 
rapid 
transition to a female minority is the 
quickest route to curbing population 
growth, he says. 
Postgate says science could develop 
a selective fertilization pill that would 
assure (Hi |>er cent male births, men 
would soon Im * in a large majority, and 
the rate of population growth would be 
reduced rapidly. 
‘‘There is a surprising prejudice 
among ordinary people in favor of 
having male children,” he wrote. 
“ Among most African, Asian and 
Central and South American peoples 
this prejudice amounts almost to an 
obsession. 
“ Millions would leap at the op­ 
portunity to breed male. No com­ 
pulsion or even propaganda would be 
necessary.” 
He conceded that the shortage of 
women might result in widespread 
polyandry 
marriage to more than 
one man at the same time 
or in their

Ground Action 


Reported Heavy 


Across Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) 
The South Viet­ 
namese government Unlay reported 
the heaviest ground action since the 
cease-fire Jan. 28, with more than 200 
casualties. Military sources claimed 
that the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong were “ probing” in preparation 
for a major offensive. 
The government reported Com­ 
munist infantry and artillery attacks 
on four positions west of Hue, in the 
central highlands, in tin* Cambodian 
iMirder area 50 miles north of Saigon 
and in the Mekong Delta. 
The 
heaviest 
casualties 
were 
reported iii two days of fighting around 
a government position five miles 
southeast of Cai lay, in the northern 
Mekong Delta. The government said 27 
government troops and J!) of the Com­ 
munists were killed, 69 government 
men were wounded and eight civilians 
in the town were wounded by Com­ 
munist artillery fire. 
A heavy government toll also was 
re|M»rtcd in the central highlands in an 
attack on the outskirts of the Thanh 
Giao base camp 18 miles southwest of 
Pleiku. 'The Saigon command said 
Communist infantry, moving under 
cover of an artillery barrage, overran 
a ranger outlast. Thirty-four of the 
rangers were reported missing and 51 
were wounded.

\ a ' Tm ll g Mien, reported that in 20 
minutes Wednesday Communist ar­ 
tillery and mortars rained nearly HOO 
shells on an infantry position ll miles 
west of Hue, killing two of the defen­ 
ders and wounding 25. 
Fifty miles north of Saigon, the Tong 
Ie Chan ranger base was still under 
siege bv a regiment of North Viet­ 
namese infantry with heavy artillery. 
Military sources reported the Saigon 
command has drawn up plans for a 
division-size operation to relieve the 
base, which has been under siege for 
nearly six weeks. 
Gold Price 


Leaps Higher 


LONDON (AP) 
The price of gold 
jiim|M*d more than $1 an ounce iii 
K urope today to $1)2. The dollar was 
weak. 
The spurt on the gold markets 
followed reports of U.S. Senate ap­ 
proval of an amendment to allow 
American citizens to buy and hold gold 
for the first time since 1934. The 
amendment could still be defeated iii 
the House, however, and the Nixon 
administration is believed prepared to 
light the legislation on grounds that 
permission to hold gold should be 
delayed 
until 
the 
international 
monetary system is reformed. 
Gold opened iii London and Zurich, 
Kurope’s two major bullion markets at 
$92, up from $90.62 iii London and 
$90.27 in Zurich late Wednesday. 
Despite the jump, the metal was still 
well Indow the $95 alltime record price. 
The rise in the gold price helped push 
Hie dollar down on foreign exchange 
markets at the opening, dealers said. 
But tin* U.S. currency began moving 
back up again later. 
'Trading was described as relatively 
light, except in Frankfurt where it was 
said to be active. 'There were no signs 
of the panic selling that touched off tin* 
February monetary crisis. 


The dispute came Wednesday as 
four men convicted in the break-in and 
bugging of the Democratic national 
headquarters 
in 
the 
Watergate 
building agreed to talk to a federal 
grand jury. 
Earlier, Krvin and the committee’s 
vice chairman, Sen. Howard ll Baker, 
H-Tenn., issued a statement declaring 
the committee “ as of this time has 
received no evidence of any nature” 
linking White House chief of staff IL IL 
Haldeman to illegal political espionage 
and sabotage during the 1972 presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Sen. Jewell Weicker, R-Conn., one of 
three GDP members on the seven- 
member panel, on 'Tuesday had called 
on Haldeman to resign. Weicker said 
he concurred with the committee 
statement. “ But he did not retract his 
previous statements that nobleman 
knew of the “ jjersonnel and policies” 
liehind the Watergate bugging. 
At a news conference later, Krvin 
was told Weicker said his fellow 
senators were trying to “ zing” him 
with their statement on nobleman. 
Krvin denied the statement was a 
slap at Weicker but refused to com­ 
ment further. 
Kleindienst, 
meanwhile, 
told 
newsmen Krvin was off base in saying 
the Senate can hold the threat of arrest 
and (ail terms over White House aides 
refusing to cooperate with its inves­ 
tigation. 
Krvin said he can {joint to at least 15 
Supreme Owrt decisions backing his 
viewpoint. 
In disputing this, Kleindienst had 
said: “ When you are talking about the 
close confidential advisers of the 
president of the United States, without 
whom a president cannot function, 
then I th.rik ... you could not arrest and 
put in jail that person because you 
would, in effect, Ik * putting in jail the 
president of the United States ... 
"I think what you really have to say 
is could Son. Krvin arrest the president 
...,” Kleindienst said. “ I think we 
would all say, no he could not.” 
“ I don’t intend to make the arrest,” 
Krvin replied at his news conference. 
“ 'The sergeant of arms and his posse 
will do that.” 
Kleindienst refused to say if or when 
White I bulse aides will Im* sent before 
the Watergate grand jury, a step the 
President has said he will allow them 
to take 
Convicted Watergate defendants 
Bernard 
L. 
Barker 
and 
Kugenio 
Martinez appeared beton* the grand 


jury Wednesday afternoon after U.S. 
District Court Judge John J. Sirica 
granted them immunity from future 
prosecution. Their attorney said they 
answered all questions put to them. 
Barker was before the jury about 2*2 
hours; Martinez about an hour.
